But Little Actual Pro gress Made In 
Standard Oil Suit. 
Findlay, O., Oct. ll.—Much legal ar­ 
gument 
and 
little actual 
progress 
marked the second clay of the trial of 
the Standard Oil company of Ohio for 
conspiracy against trade. 
The argu­ 
ment was caused by the objection of 
attorneys for the Standard Oil as to 
the character of evidence introduced 
by the prosecution. 
In every instance, 
however, the ruling of Judge Banker 
favored the prosecution. 
The result was that the testimony 
of John D. Rockefeller given in 1898 
in Hie litigation against the Standard 
Oil company before the supreme court 
of the state was admitted and care­ 
fully 
read to the 
jury by 
Attorney 
Phelps for the prosecution. 
This con­ 
sumed the morning session and part 
of the afternoon. 
Mrs. Ida M. Butts was the first wlt- 
ness of the trial. 
Mrs. Butts said she 
was 
the step-daughter 
of the 
late 
George M. Rice, an independent oil re 
finer of Marietta, O. 
She had acted 
as Mr. Rice’s private secretary and 
was the executrix of his estate. 
She 
produced at the request of Attorney 
Phelps 
the certificates 
of 
original 
“tru st” stock owned by Mr. Rice, the 
certificates of "legal title” Into which 
these were later transferred and scrip 
showing title to fractional shares of 
stock in all of the original twenty sub­ 
sidiary companies. 
Tile text of these 
certificates was read into the record 
and Mrs. Butts was excused. 
Tile final wrangle of the day then 
commenced and lasted until adjourn­ 
ment.

ter tho minutes were read S ta ll' Engi- 
neer Cooley was called for by tho presi­ 
dent and addressed 
tho 
club on the 
good 
roads 
question. 
H is talk 
was 
along tho lines of his previous address 


to the club. 
He showed th at it 
cost 
the 
people of C row W in g county 25c 
per ton per mile to bani 
their produce, 
while on 
good road- it would cost but 
one th ird of that. 
H e furth er stated 
th at the state of Minnesota, since its 


organization, had paid 875,OCH),(JOO out 
for high vay expenses 
m iles of laid out roa 
one half had had public money expend­ 
ed on them. 
T his made an average ex­ 
penditure of 82,OCK) per mile on all roads 
th at had 
been 
worked, and the state 
had p ractically no roads to - how for the 
work. 
The cost of adm inistration, th at 
is of superintendence, 
including road 
overseers, amounted 
under the present 


system, to from IO to 50 per cent. 
In 
Ram sey and Hennepin 
counties, under 


expert supervision, the cost of adm inis­ 
tration was between 9 and IO per cent. 
According to reports of town clerks re­ 
ceived by him the towns had from 6 to 
15 overseers for a town containing 36 
sections, and in one instance there were 
18. 
These men all had to be paid for 
the time in 
w arning out the taxpayers 
as well as superintending a gang of 


three or four 
men. 
H e earnestly re- 
commended theadoption of the contract 
system so far as possible and hoped to 
see the working out of taxes abolished 
b y la w . 
H e estim ated that the state of 


M innesota lost from 50 to 75 per cont, of 
the road taxes annually through exces­ 
sive cost of adm inistration and ineffec­ 
tive and 
ignorant 
work. 
One reason 
for this is that after a road is built it is 
not kept in repair. 
No work is done on 
it so long as it is in passable condition. 
It could be kept in condition 
at much 
less cost than to p ractically rebuild it 


each year. 
A fte r M r. Cooley finished his talk 
there 
was a general discussion of tho 
subject and the com m ittee on good roads 
and drainage was instructed to call a 
meeting 
for 
the organization of 
a 
county goo I roads association. 
Tho m atter of free text books was up 
for discussion. 
Presid ent M ahlum of 
tho board of education figured 
that it 
would 
cost about 
85,OOO to put the 
scheme in operation and that the cost 
thereafter would be at least $1,600 to 
81,800 per year. 
J . C. Congdon, of the 
board of education statod that 
there 
was no reason for 
the adoption of the 
system here. 
T h e board was now sup­ 
plying books to all who were needy free 
of cost and all others at cost. 
The only 
ones who would 
have benefit were tho 
transient fam ilies who could get a full 
supply of books and 
then leave town 
taking the books w ith them. 


E v e ry member of the club who ex­ 
pressed him self in 
the m atter was op­ 
posed to saddling the city with any 


more taxes at present. 
A fte r 
the m eeting adjourned Mr. 
Cooley held an inform al reception and 
an hour or so was spent in 
getting ac­ 


quainted 
and talkin g over the 
good 
roads movement in its different phases. 
It was finally decided to raise $500 by 


private sub sectio n to build 
a sample 
piece of road near 
Brainerd, and Mr. 
Cooley promised to come up and build 
it next week if possible.
